Pp, E, Butchart seconded the motion, 
which was carried without much op- 
position. 

Another resolution by W. T. Henry 
was also carried, asking that in future 
the commissioner of health and safety 
instruct the police department to 
notify all agents or owners of property 
where convictions had been secured 
against the occupants of such property 
for using it for immoral purposes. 

Was Supporter; Asks Resignation 

in moving the resolution asking for 
the resignation of Mayor MeNamara, 
‘'y, H. Miller said he cid all he could 
to elect Mayor McNamara and some 
of the other aldermen, but he wished 
that night to tender his humble 
apology. He was not so eareful as 
he should nave been in finding out 
the history the character and the ten- 
dencies of the men he voted for. It 
wag a drastic thing to ask a man to 
step down from the highest office in 
the gilt of the citizens but it was a 
question that vitahy affected the 
morals of the community, Condi- 
tions had become so bad that citi- 
zens were ashamed to say that they 
were living in Edmonton. 

“While we have got nobody behind 
the bars, and perhaps never will,”

world,” 

The Case of Commissioner Booth 

There might be some extenuating 
circumstances, continued Mr. Miller, 
with regard to Commissioner Booth, 
although there was nu excuse for @ 
man doing an unmaniy or dishonor- 
able thing; but with regard to the 
mayor there was no doubt who started 
the policy of toleration, and he must 
accept the responsibility. 

A man named H, J. Clarke, who 
said he was the father of a tamily, 
mounted the platform and asked the

In his report Dr. Pyshe gave it as 
his opinion that it would be an abso- 
lute impossibility to make city hospi- 
tals selt-supporting. lt always would 
be necessery to secure aid from the 
city owing largely to the great num- 
ber of patients in the public wards.
